pable a pretext to be worthy of terionsrefnta 


If John Doe, "yeomim,1* be indicted for 


rier, it need not be proved that he is a "yeos 
for it is entirely immaterial whether he be 
nnt. He may bepiiflty of tbe murder whe'^he! he 
be yeoman or priest. But if Jolm Doe, yeorjan, 
be indicted und«r the Fugilivs Act, for abetting 
and assisting in tbe escape of a Fugitive 
it i* not immaterial whether the person »id«d be 
a fugitive slave or net, because if he be not^ that 
offence has not been committed. And thi* may 
be ea«ily illustrated. Th* 23d section of tbe 
Act of 1790, before ailndVd to, provides thu any 
person whoshalt rescue a prisoner eonvittd of a 
capital crime, while going to.ar duringexeitinn, 
sliatl be punished with death. 
Now suppose a 


man indicted under that section, In orler to 
make ou t tbe offer ce i t wou Id be neres <ary tosho w 
that the pur SOD rescued was convict d nf a aptlal 
crime. That is tbe of very essence of tile of- 
fcnco. A parly who should rescue a prponcr 
not convicted of a capital crime, might be (uilty 
of an offence, but not of that offence. 
It vould 


therefore be neccessary to mske that allegation 
and prove it. Aud what would be thouJit of 
tbe Conit that, an trial of an indictment ot thai 
kind, should hold that such proof was not mceg- 
sary ? That bbMild instruct thejury that ihe de' 
fundant might be found gmlly and aufii-r di'stfc 
without pi oof tbitt the pe*son rescued, waa con- 
victed of a capital crime ? It would bo horribli^ 
uhocting to tbe common sense of every man. 
Yet no more so than it is to hold that a defend- 
ant may be convicted of ciding ii the etcape oj 
n perso'i held to service, without proof that the 
person aided owes strvite. It might just *a wel) 
be claimed that the words "convicted of a capi- 
tal crirou," in the one case, woro "descriptiva" 
and need not be proved, M to claim it in th« 
other of the words "owing service or labor."

Lft Jfldges Nelnon and Mil- 
ler MU with cnch other us they may in betraying 
the caiiie of fieedom in their co irts. It

perhaps be difficult to decide which should bear 
the palm >n this respect. 
But though thoy may 


opprosa, they cannot destroy the common sense 
o I the people. They cannot preient it from be- 
ng seen that with an ill disguised zeal for con- 
viction, thpy have disregarded and gon* beyond 
the provisions of even the Fugitive Slave Law, 
which was itselfM> atrocious, lhni, ita cnsctment 
spread a bluah of shame and indignation over 
the face of humanity. 


But bow is it tbat such infamous law aa this 


was made to prevail with a jury of freemen? 
It 


aa by overthrowing one of the but - srks oi lib- 


erty, which one after another worn to be tottur- 
ng to their fall before the infidiom despotism of 
he Federal Gout is. It wai by denying tho well 
mown rule of law that in erimios.1 cases, 
rea JURY Jiat JCDSXSSOTR op LKW AND FACT. 
This rule is as old aa the Common Law, and 


s sustained by the very highest authorities both 
in England and this Country. It has ever bwi 
deemed necessary for the safety of the ci'iit'i, 
.bat in nil matters involving liberty ot Itfc, Ins 
cause should be entrusted to the jut\gewt-nt of 
his pens, both as to taw and fact. It wasdenraed 
so, because experience had shown that courts 
usually adopt the views of the'government, and 
uphold with a strong arm tyrannicnl and oppresa- 
vulawK. 


Tbe following are some ofthe authoritie* in 


itvor of this rul«. In the case of tbe people va. 
Crowwoll, 3d Johnson's Cases, l,he defendant 


a* indicted for a libel upon President Jefferson. 
The Judge before whom tbe case was tried, in- 
truded the jury that they were only to judge of 
be facia. A motion was made foi a of w trial, 
or this among other reMuns. Il was argued 
btforu the Supreme Court of New Fork by some 
i the ablest counsel then in the tution. One of 
he counsel for tbe defendant was Alexander 
JaruiltoD, and hi* argument in fivw of tbe rule 
hat in criminal ca*e», the jury ate the judges 
>nth of law aud fact, w worthy tbe attentive con- 
tideration of every friend of liberty in these days 
On p«gi" 355 he says: 


But it i* not only the province of the jury in 


all criminal case* to judge of the intent with 
which tbe act was dune, as being; parcel of tbe 
act; they aie also authorised tt) judge of the kw 
nit connected with the fact. 


In England, trial by jury 


isi* always been cbemhed as the great security 
of the subject against the oppression of govern- 
ment ; but it never could have been a solid refuge 
and security, unless tbe jury had the right to 
udi;e of thu intent mud the iav. The jury ought 
undoubtedly to pay every respectful regard to the 
ipinion of tbe Court; t>0t suppose a trial in a 
capital case, and the jury are satisfied from the 
argument* of counsel, the law authorities that 
are read.and their own judgment, upon tne ap- 
plication of the law to the fact* (for the crimi- 
lal law consist* in general of plain principles) 
that the law arising in the case ia different frvm 
that which tbe court advancea, are they not bound 
by ibeir oath*, by their duty to their Creator and 
ibetnaelree, to pronouitce oeeotdiug to their own 
conviction*?

ancient right* by the Federal Judiciary. 


Mr. Hamilton in ckwing hi* argument stated 


tbe law upon this point, aa folllows t 


* That in criminal caeea tbe kw and fact being' 


•Iwavs btended, tbe jury, fcr wagon* of a politi- 
cal and peculiar nature, jfcr tlu teewity of lift «ur 
ttber'y, are entrusted with the power of decMiog 
both law and fact 


That in criminal care* nevertheless, the pnjrt 


are the cnnatituttonal advisen nf the jury, in 
matters of law, who n,ay compromil their eon- 
science* by Hrbtly «r taebly iluregardinir Itut 
advice ; but may titll more comprumil tneir con- 
teitneet by following it, if exeimmg their judg- 
ment* with discretion and honesty they have a 
clear conviction that thu charge of thu Court i» 
wrong." 


Tbe Court was equally divided in opinion on 


tbe cs?e, but Justice Kent delivered a conclusive 
opinion sustaining the rule of law as contended 
for by Mr. Hamilton. He reviewed all tbe au- 
thorities aod showed tbat this position was sus- 
tained by a weight of authority absolutely irre- 
sistible. 
Tbere were wne cases where Courts 


had held tbat in indictment* for libel, tbe jury 
weie only to decide on the feet of publication, 
nnd not on the iutent. In illudiug to this, Jus 
lice Kent said on page 3G5 : 


"To bear out thedoctnne.Court* have involved 


thi'm-wlves in inconsistency and paradox ; and I 
am induced to tifimve th.il it is a departure from 
the ancient, bimpleand true theory of irmlfcyjtiry 
in crirniiii! canes. To deny to tb'e jury ihenglit 
of judging ot the intent Htid teridmoy ofthe act, 
is lo take away the substance, and with it the 
vitlupftnd ttt'Ciinvy of Uim mode of trinl.

It w.em<«, then, thnt Jtxlge JtPFiUKs.on the trial 


of Algernon S^un«y, the Eni^lioh Patriot, and 
Judge MILLER, on the trial of John Ryecreft the 
friend and helper of the oppressed here, laid down 


Uw. There was a similar veidict, and 


therawill be n similar judgement of the people 
and posterity on the two cases. 


After alluding to several instances where the 


Courts had attempted to encroach on this rule, 
Justice Kent states hia conclusion as fallows on 
page 375 : 


"The result from thu view is, to my mind, a

Inst declared it an innovation, by restoring the 
^rial hy jury in cases of libel to tliat ancient vigor 
and independence, by which it had grown so 
precious to the nation, as tbe guardian of liberty 
anil life, ABAISST THK POWBS 071*8s Couar, the 
trindtc\in« prr*reu\.\on of the protecutor, and tht 
oppratioH o/ tht government." 


I have quottd thus at length from th« argu- 


ment of Mr. Hamilton and the opinion*of Jus 
tice Kent, because of the great weight to which 
their opition* are, entitled, rendered still greater 
in this case from Iho fuct thHt they were both 
Federalists; because the Federalists were always 
charged by their democratic opponents, with be- 
ing strongly inclined to uphold tbe government 
and ita officers against the people 
When such 


men therefore stand op for the ancient rights, of 
the jury iu criuimnl cases, we may well conclndp 
tbat it is a right dangerous to surrender. 


But tbi re are other very strong authorities) in 


this country to the same effect. In the • *->• of 
the People vs. Moore et «'. reported in the 3d of 
Wheeler's Criminal Cases, the law on this point, 
was stated to the jury in the following plain aud 
honest manner by Recorder Riker of New York;

And when the jury 
undertake to decide the tew (a* they undoubtedly 
k«ve tbe power to do) ia opposition to tbe ad- 
vice «f the Court, they aamime a high responsi. 
bilitgtranel abogkt be very careful to aee clearly 
tb*tUjey,ar* right" 


These are some of tho authorise* by which 


this rule ia smtained. But Judge Miller in the 
Ryecraft case treated the idea with contempt. 
When he interrupted Mr, Steever, and the latter 
claimed ibe right tu argoe the "common sense 
of the matter," to tht jury, the Judste said " the 
jury doubtless had common eengeenough to know 
tbat they were to take th« kw ftom ibe Couit." 


And in his printed chttrga.he says : 
'• Under the judicial system of the United 


States, they (ibu Juty) take the law from the 
court ia all caws, both civil and criminal, whuth. 
er U compoft* With their individual opinions ot 
not." 


Why say thi* ia the kw, " under the judicial 


system of tbe United States ?" Ia the criminal 
law different under that system, from what it » 
under others f Can the Federal Judge* trample 
with impunity ou tb« established rights of Ju- 
ne*, and make them tfoe'e mouth-pi«ce* to tclio 
in Court, verdicts dictated to tlitm from the 
bench t 'Let no man believe it 1 The crirmtinl 
I&w in those courts, ia tbe same as in others — 
They are bound by all its salutary rulea fur the 
safety cf the Cuiaun. And though sonic of thur 
Judges have attempted to magnify their office, 
and encroach upon the province of the jury, yet 
tbosa attempts, instead of bem£ regardixl au au- 
tlioritie* on thx- subject, should only serve to 
warn the people of tbe danger to be apprehend- 
ed from that quarter. Let them maintain at 
all hoxArd1*, the integrity of the jnry trial in those 
courts. Let them not relinqrMi their safeguards 
where ibe d.in^er is the greatest. 


But that aucb is not the kw " under the ju- 


dicial system ofthe United States," there are the 
highest authorities to show. The Supreme Cou*t 
of the United State* has so decided. In the case 
of the Stnte of Georgia vs. Braikford, 3.1 
Us, which was n«?t a criminal caaostrictly,though 
involving the force and effect of a criminal law, 
the kw was declared as follows, by Chief Jus- 
tice Jay, »s tlie ' unanimous opinion of' tht 
Court." 


" It ma^ not be amiss here, gentlemen, to re» 


nrnd you'of the good old rule, that on question* 
of fact, It is the province of ilie jury on ques- 
tions of Uw it is Ihe province, ot ih" Court, to de 
cide. But it «nu*t be ob»ertf<l that by the snmi

But utill both vbjectt are 
lawfully Within your power of daemon." 


But if the Authority of tbe Supreme Court oi 


the United States is not enough, bere is still 
another authority from a Federal Court. In 
the case of tht) United States vs. Wilson 
and Potter, lit Bdldwm 89, Judge B.ddwni 
laid down the law on thu point in tho follow- 
ing honest and emphatic manner. 


"We Imve thus stated to you the kw of this 


case under tliu solemn duties and obligations im- 
posed on us, under the clear conviclun that 1,1 
diHiig so, we have presented lo you ihe true tes: 
by which you willapply the evidence to the casi; 
but yon mil distinctly vd'Tatntid t'tat y>it art 
the judge* both of the late and fait in a criminal
